COFFEE MAKING. 


More Art In Its Manufacture, Thin 


Most Women Rtallza. 


There is a great deal more art In tho 


making and serving of coffee than tho 
average person seems to realize. -It 
possible, it Is much more satisfactory 
to make coffee at the table, for In tblH 
way really boiling water Is insured 
and the care necessary In the making 
If It Is to be worth drinking. Tiie cof> 
fee should be freshly roasted nod 
ground and a sufficient amount allow* 
ed to produce really good, fitroui; cof- 
fee. The kind-of coffee used Is, en- 
tirely a matter, of individual tasto. 
Some people like an admixture of chic- 
ory, and '• In this case two ounces, of 
chicory lo one pound of coffee In tba 
usual allowance.

Having, ground the coffee, allow a. 


tnblespoonful for each cup. and heat it 
for n minute In the oven or In front of 
the lire, then have ready whatever eof- 
fee machine Is to be used, previously 
heated by pouring In some boiling wp- 
ter. Fill up tho upper, part of the per- 
colator with the coffee, pressing- it 
dowti firmly, then gradually pour on 
tho boiling water, having previously 
measured the amount required, put on 
the lid, and let the liquid run through, 
remembering that the slower the water 
Is added the better will be the coffee. 
,For cafe nolr a tabiespoonful of ground 
coffee should be allowed for each cof- 
fee cup.
